S.O. 422(E).—Whereas M/s. Engel India Machines and Tools Limited, Calcutta, 
owning the industrial undertaking known as M/s. Engel India Machines and Tools 
I.imited, in the State ol West Bengal (hereinafter in this Order refened to as the said 
industrial undertaking), is being wound up by the Calcutta High Court and the bu.siness 
of the Company is not being continued; 

And whereas the Clentral Government, after obtaining permission from that High 
Court under sub-section (2) of Section I5A of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) (horcinafter in this Order referred to as the said Act), had caused 
an investigation to he made by a body of persons into the possibility of running or 
re-starting the said industrial undertaking: 

And whereas the Central Government being of the opinion that there are possibilities 
of running or re-starting the said industrial undertakings made an application under sub¬ 
section (1) of Section lai-A of the .said Act to the Calcutta High Court praying tor 
permission to appoint any person or body of persons to take over the mahauement ft ^ ^ 
itsaid industrial undertaking and that the said High Court has, by ils Order dated me I 
May, 1974, granted the said permission; 
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Now, therefore, in exeieise of the powers conferred by sub-seetion (2) of Section 18FA 
of the said Act, and of nil other powers hereunto enabling the Central Government* 
hereby authorises a body of persons consisting of

(hereinafter referred to as the authorised body) to take over the management of the 
whole of the said industrial undertaking namely, Messrs Engel India Machines and 
Tools Timlted subject to the following terms and conditions, namely :~ 

1. The authorised body shall comply with all directions issued from time to time 

by the Central Government.; 

2. The anthorised body shall hold office for five years from the date of publication 

in the Official Gazette of this Order; 

3. The Central Government may terminate the appointment of the authorised 

body earlier if it considers necessary to do so. 

This Order shall have effect for a period of five years commencing from the date of 
its publication in the Official Gazette.
